The duke cMercurie: notwithſtanding hee was thus 
particularly intereſſed inthe townoof Guigand wan- 
ting neither ſufficient gariſon,munition or victuals,

' thouſand Spaniards at Pontigny beſides his owne 


troupes: yetſuffered this defenſible place to bee loſt 
without blowes ypon diſhonourable and baſe-con- 
ditions,whereby we may ſeehow God rebateth the 
edge of rebels harts,daunterh their courages and ran- 
uerſeth their ations with his byblows or vnlooked- 
for counterbuffes.. 

That the particularities of the matter may: bee 
better knowne vnto you, youare to ynderſtand that 
the town of Guineazd is ſtrongly waled round abour 
inuironed witha large ditch anda deepe counter- 
ſcarfe, extending it ſelfe in length from the South 
Southeaſt,to the North Norweſt. Vpon the South 
ead of the town-where was ſometimes an old caſtle, 
there is now a very ſtrong bulwarke with three Flan- 
kers, and in the middeſt thereob a Caralkero which 
commandeth the wholetowne.. Not farre from it 
Eaſtwarde is the gate of the towne, of it ſelfe verie 
ſtrong,aad before itaverie great Ravel within the 
counterſcarfe of the ditch ; at the bottom: whereof

nerals direction, neare tothe entended breach, and 
the waies made for the bringingand dreſſing of the 
laces fit for the Canon to play vpon,which was per- 
Gow edin ſo goodſorte as that by the 20. day of this 
moneth our artillerie was brought downe to the 74- 
copines cloiſter, and there placed within lcfſe then an 
hundreth paces of the wall. And this was one of our 
greateſt combars both in reſpect oftrauel 8& hazard, 
to both which how my L.did expoſc himſelfe truely 
I could not but wonder,andin my hart was angry to 
ſee ir,and yet if he had not ſo hazarded himſelfe,I did 
partly perceiuetharlittle woulde hane beene done. 
On fryday the 21. we began our batterie, and 
notwithſtanding itcontinued all the day, yet by rea- 
ſon of the fey peeces ofartillerie, not able to make 
ſuthicient barterie,the dayes worke broughr forth no 
great effect other then the cruſhing of two Flankers, 
and the beating of the perrepet, fo that the breach 
was very fall andthe ſame ſo repaired continually 
by th Ouldice and inhabitants within the towne, 
maintaining therampartwith ferherbeds,horſedung 
and bags of carth almoſt to the loweſt part of their 
perrepet. 'The next day veriecarely once againe wee 
o4n our batterie,and continuedit vntiltwoorthree 
of the clocke in the after noone , by. what time the 
preach ſecmedveriefaire.: Whereupon'the French 
humor vrgedverichaotelytoan aflault,and ſo impor- 
whed the Prince D'9mbes that he conſented thereun- 
to. OnrGenerallalthoughhe was hardly drawne 


to yeeld his confent, vnderſtanding by a a” 
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of a band whom hehadſent to diſconer the breach, 
thattherentrenchmentwithin was exceeding deepe, 
andthe mountingvpthe breach very ſteepe, ſliding 
and difficult,buteſpecially becauſethe myne wasnor 
fo forwarde to beanſwerableto thebreach: notwith- 
ſtanding ſecing theFrench men offering to attempt 
theplaceofthem ſelues which had beene ſome dif 
Sracevnto vs, yeelded to their humor, and moſt in- 
ftantly demaunded thepointeand honour of the aſ- 
faulttortheEngliſh men, which being grauntedcon- 
ditionally that they ſhoulde þee ſeconded by the 
French. Such was theemulationof our commanders 
and Captaines towinne honour, thatall being wil- 
lingtoattempttheſeruice, to auoide contention our 
Generall cauſedthe dicetobee caſt, fo thatit fell to. 
Captaine Iacxson and Captaine Hz xon to 
eas thefirſtrwo hundreth to the aſſault, which af. 
rertheir deuout prayers recommending them ſelues 
to God, they performed verie valiantly, —_—

vp with a notable reſolution, ſtanding along 
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houreatthepuſh of the pike in the face of a whole 
ſtormeof the ſmallſhot,eſpecially Captaine I a c x- 
s o n Who came to thepointof the breach, but not 
beingthroughly ſecondedby the ſouldiers vnable to 
get vp by reaſon of the ſteepenes of the place, yet 
werethey hardly commanded to retire, performing 
their retraite with no lefle good order then their at- 
tempt tothe aſſault, Captaine H s x o w receiued a

fore hurt, Captaine Wor + x inthe top of the 
breach had threedaungerous woundes in the head, 
andothers in his body : Captaine CarzszYrz a 
voluntarie gentleman ſore hurtin the arme . Alſo 
taine W x 1TT o x and Maiſter Paule Wingfeeld 
with ſome other yonge gentlemen to the number 
of 30. Which loſe can not bethought great in ſuch 
2 peece of ſ{eruice, conſidering the great ſtrength 
within to defend the place. The ſecond attempyr was 


| giuenbythe Barono IMolac Collonel generall of 


the French infanterie in theſe partes, and very well 
anſwered by himſelfe, and ſome few of the French 


gentlemen, but the common ſouldiers aduancing 


them ſelues coldly tothe breach,receiued thegreater 
hurt;,and by that occaſion were laine of them many 
more then of our nation. Some others ſtraight pre- 


ſented themſelues fora third aſſault, but the breach 


being found ſo difhcult,and reſiſtance within ſtrong 
and yell prepared, it was aduiſed to ſtay yntill the 
next day that the battery had made the breach more 
eaſie. During thetime ofthe aſſault Captaine D s x 
N 18 abrauegentleman being ſent with ſome forces 
ro make offer of a ſcalado to one other part of the 
towne,aduancing himſelfetoo farre,receiued a Mu 
kerſhot in the bottome of his bellie,wherofhe dyed 
about twelue ofthe clocke the ſame night. - That 
nightthoſe within demandeda Parley,which being 
accorded, certaine deputies out of the rowne © 


red the next morning to the Prince; Dombes, and in 
thecnd grew to a capitulation,, the copic whereof

you ſhall receiue herein incloſed. Which in m 
tudgement would haue beene accorded with wor 
more aduantage tothe Prince, ithe had pleaſed to 
haue inſiſted vpon it: but being glad to recouer the 
towne, which is ſaideto be the ſtrongeſt in Britanie, 
except Nantesand Dinant: withall doubting leaſt the 
Duke Mercury with the helpe of Don Inan de Lagula 
ſhould cometo the ſuccour of the trowne, ( which 
it is likelye had beene performed, if the French 
had beene in ſo good readinesas the Spaniardes) he 
woulde not treate anie long agreement. Burt all 
thinges being accorded on both fides, on Whitſon- 
day the towne was ſurrendered into the handes of 
Monſieur Cargomart appointed gouernour for the 
Prince. And Captaine Gar Ganr o x which be- 
fore held the place for the Duke Mercurie j with one 
other named: Contary, ſent by the Duke Mercurie to 
aſſiſt the other, departed the towne the 24. of May, 
with an hundred and twentie horſe, and about two 
hundreth and fixrie foot, inall mens iudgement able 
and ſtrong enough to haue keptthe place for a much 
longer time. We had inthe towne toure Enſignes, 
one Cornet,one Cannon Perrier, one Demy Cul- 
uering, and fixe Sacres and Minions, two thouſand 
waight of pouder, and greattore of victuals. - The 
hauing ofthis rowne greatly importeth the King, for 
ma mannerall baſe Britaine doth depend vpon it. 
The Courtes-of Patlement, which was ordinarily 
held at Reynes were'by the rebellious Leaguets 
transferred ty Guingand,which argueth in what eſti- 
mauon

mation they held the ſtrengthofthe towne. Thus 
hauel plainlyand truly reported the ſeruice of Guin- 
gaxd,and T percciue our Generall meaneth to enter- 
taine vs inaction, for we are preſently to march a- 
ainft Morlays a rebellious towne coaſting vpon the 
Fayhereb Iam enforced to leauemy penne, and 
berake my [Ufe to the launce, for the trompet ſoun- 

. deth, mont a cauallo. -

2 ThePrincewill permit that the horſemen ſhall 
depart thetowne with their horſes and furniture, 
andthe footemen with their Harquebuze and 
{wordes by theirf1de. 

3 The Cornets,Enlignes, and Drums which are 
in the towne,ſhall be deliuered to the Prince,and 
all theirartillerieand munition of warre. 

4 AllEngliſhmenand Iriſhmen, if there be anie, 
ſhall be putintothe hands of the Prince. 

All Spaniards ſhallremaine priſoners. 

The gentleme who haueno charge of ſouldiers,
